UNSETTLEMENT IN GUIANA. 

Financial Matters in a Disturlied Condition 

Generally. 

HosroN, Mass., July 13. — Advices re- 
ceived by C. Osborne Grant, secretary of

Ih lielittvt'ii, rvceiitly coiniiiitted atiieiile 
by juiiipiiij,' overlioaril from one of his 
HteaiiieiK, vvliile en route front KHHequibo 
tu Georgetown. The neiVB of Mr. Prea- 
ton's troubles prei-ipilated a run on the 
bank, durintj wliieh a riotous lieniouBtra- 
tion occurred which waa (luelleil only 
after a sharp conflict with tlie police, in 
which clubs and misailea were freely 
used. Tbe banlc's trouble has Ijten 
tided over by the intervention of the 
Guianese legislature with a loan of $25,- 
(100,000 to guarantee theliaDilitiea of tlie 
Ikitiah Guiana banlc. 



ToHo.NTo, July 14. — Criticising the 
new ctibiuet editorially, the Mail says: 
Ah Mr. l.aiirier aeeuiB 'jiiable to set 
Tarte a.'side, perliajiH the (ii)vuriior- 
General, iji wiioiu ia confided tlie lionor 
of the Oominion, may yet find it neces- 
sary to take steps to keep the council 
reasonably pure by rejecting this doubt- 
ful nominee. Concerning the exclusion 
of Hon. David Mills, the Mail eays lie 
would make a far belter iiiiiiiater tliau 
any one o( those named for the cabinet. 
He knows more about federal affairs 
than Sir Oliver Mowat can ever learn. 
Ah a matter of fact, Mowat was only 
taken because he prostituted the ma- 
chinery of government in Ontario to 
party iiurposua.

YELLOW FEVER. 

It Has Started in the Spanish Army in Cuba 
and Is Committing Great Ravages. 

KkyWebt, Fla., July 14. — Advices 
from Cuba state that a panic haa started 
in the Spanish army in consequence of 
the terrible increase of yellow fever in 
the last few days. It is estimated that 
fully 80 per cent, of the caaea prove 
fatal. In Santiago de Culia there are 
4,500 soldiers in the hoajntals. Major- 
Gen. Linares ia striitkeii and his life is 
(lesiiaired of. Tlie pliysiciana and nurses 
are utterly incaiiable of coping with the 
disease. Theepidemic is also a very ser- 
ious one all along the trncha. 
In some cases entire comjiauies 
have tjeiui stricken. General Arelas 
and nearly every member of Ids staff are 
ill. Captain-General Weyler has or- 
dered the erei^tion of a new hospital 
along the trocha, and ivill send to Spain 
for additional iihysiciaiis.

Pams, July 14. — ^NewB of the attempt 
upon the life of President Faure spread 
with great rapidity among the crowds of 
people who were celebrating the national 
fete day iind created a.u immense sensa- 
tion. The President after the exciting 
incident waa received everywhere with 
cheers, the populace taking that means 
of expressing their gratification at his 
eacaiie from a violent death. 

As President Faure, seated in an open 
ciirriage and accompanied by M. Meline, 
the premier, and Messrs. Boisdeffre and 
Tournier, appeared upon the parade 
ground at I^ng Champs, a well dressed 
man, apparently about forty years of 
age, who had been leaning against a 
tree, took deliberate aim and fired twice 
in quick succession with a revolver at the 
president. The man had not time to 
lire again before the crowd was upon 
him. But for the intervention of the 
police the would-be assasaiii would pro- 
bably have been lynched. The name of 
the miscreant is given as Francois. It 
appears that, some time ago, in order to 
draw attention to a supposed grievance 
which he harbored, he fired a revolver 
in the hall of the cliamher of deputies. 
Francois declared he htui no desire to 
harm the president; but the sole pur- 
)iose of his act to-day was to secure a 
hearing by the president of his griev- 
ance. 

During the months that have elapsed 
since M. Faure was chosen preaident of 
the French reiiublic there have been 
three more or less well defined plota for 
his assassination. In the first of these 
the priiiciual was an antircliiat known as 
Petit liorileaux, a deserter from the 
Fren(di army, whose jilans were to kill 
tbe Preaident during the fetes at Havre 
in April, IS'.),'), The authorities being 
forewarned, nothing came of this 
affair. In June of last yeara commercial 
travel ler, Hillairaud, was locked up by 
the police on information that he had 
threatened to fire upon President Faure 
while the latter .was visiting town, in 
order to draw attention to certain real 
or fancied grievances. It waa the same 
Hillairaud who, in 18S7, attempted to 
aaaaasinate Maraliall Hazaine at Madrid. 
Hillairaud waa not punished for his ut- 
teraiu'es regarding .M. Faure. On Martjh 
1 of this year three Spaniards and an 
Italian were ariested on board the rail- 
way train at Valence having no tickets. 
They said they were going to Lyons to 
see President kaure, and as they were 
armed with daggers and razors, the 
newspapers came to the conclusion that 
they had formed a conBi)iracy against 
the life of the president. Those men 
were stibseipiently liberated.

An 
inquest will be held. .Suspicion resta on 
Baocock btit no positive proof has been 
yet discovered.

FLOODS IN KOOTENAY. 

The Columbia River on the Rampage- 
Bridges Carried Away and Serious 
Damage Bone. 

(From the RovelBtoke Mall, July 11.) 
The Coliinibia river has broken all 
previous records. It was thouulit last 
week that it had risen as high as it was 
likely to do this season, and towards the 
close of the week had subsided some- 
what, having reached within 12 iucliea 
of the '04 mark. It has falsifledopiuions, 
liowever, and on Monday began to rise 
again, and by Wednesday had broken all 
former records, overtopping the '94 mark 
by two inches. The water has covered 
the mattrass all along the river bank in 
front of the town, and at Allen's it 
rctpiired the addition of a large 
quantity of brush, with wire and rock, 
to keep the bank from going wholesale 
into the stream. It is absolutely neces- 
sary that something be done to reiii- 
iorce the present protection works or the 
river may, it these (looda continue year 
after year, yet bo running down Front 
street. 

Down the river towards Arrowhead 
the water is over the track in several 
places, and has submerged many of the 
ranches. At Arrowhead the water cov- 
ered the station platform. 

At Hall's Landing and neighborhood 
the ranches of several people, including 
.Adair, Helstrom, Bourne ISros., Vickers, 
Lovell, Corsir and Mesley, have been 
covered wholly or jnutly, and their 
crops, mostly potatoes, iiadly spoileq. 
The water is also well up to the bridge 
on Cranljcrry creek, and an t^ll'ort is 
heini; made to save it. I). Hall's and 
Bu>d's and Hugh Boss' jilaces were, 
when reports v.'ere received, in danger, 
but the water would have to rise two 
feet higher htdoro reaching the lumse.s. 

All along the Arm the w ater has en- 
croached hard upon the shores, ami at 
Thomson's and Johnson's has done 
damage and caused considerable incon- 
venienco. 

At Lardeau City the water covers the 
face of the earth ,|and entry is made into 
the hotel by paddlinit your own canoe. 
The Fish Creek bridge is endangered. 
The water is almost up to the top, and 
men are working day and night to keep 
it clear of drift. 

Trout Lake City is also reported as 
atl'ected by the Hoods, water having 
reached to nearly Hume's store. The 
bridge here is said to be all right. 

liridges have been carried away on 
the Big Bend trail, and from over the 
Illecillewaet, and altogether very porious 
damage, entailing serious loss to many 
who can ill atl'ord it, hi's been done l)y 
high water in this j)art of the <li8tricl. 

On the main line of the C.P.K., both 
east and west of Kevelstoke, water has 
seriously interfereil with tratlic, causing 
numerous delays. East of here, bridges 
were damaged at Six-Mile creek and 
Twin Butte this week. Thursday's No 
1 failed altogether to arrive. Trains 
from the West, though more or leas late, 
have arrived daily. 

The Arrow Lake branch is closed to 
i tratlic and will be until the water has 
\ auhsiiled and the bridges have been re^ 
i jiaired or replaced. 

The Hoods have occasioned an iin 
niense amount of extra labor and ex 
peiise to the C.P.I!,, but they are meet 
I ing every emergency with iiroinptitiide 
and care, and deservf; the highest eni- 
comiums of the travelling public for tlio 
extreme precautions taken to. ensure the 
safety and comfort of passengers.

It the price of wheat revives 
and reaches anything like a satisfactory 
figure the outlook for the farmer in

The city council of Ottawa has adopted 
a by-law niakinj; it a jmiiishabli; iifl'-jiiee 
for any one to ttiriiw ^;hlss, t:ud;e, luiils, 
tin, etc., on the roadway. Hieyelists are 
reipured not to run at irrealer speed than 
eight miles an hour witliin the city 
limits, to carry an alarm bell to be 
sounded within iifly feet of every cross- 
ing or wlien about to pass a veliicle 
travelling in the same direction. Tlie 
practice of coasting is also proldbite<l, 
T!ie |)enalty for infraction or non-com- 
pliance with the l>y-ia\v upon conviction 
of the magistrate is a line of not less 
than $1 and costs or more than '(oO, or, 
in default, imprisonment in jail for a 
length of time nt the discretion of the 
magistrate. 

The first sod for the building of the 
Cobourg, Northumberland \ I'acitic 
Railway was turned at Cobourg on 8th 
inst. A gang of men will be put at work. 
Mr. C. H. liowen, the contractor, is 
there superintending the road, which 
must he complete<l within two years, 
and will extend from Cobourg to a ]>oint 
on the C. P. R., called Springbrook, 
twelve miles north-east of Campbellford .

The Dominion Line has added a new 
freight, Bleiiiit-hiii to its fleet. This is 
the .Meuaiiiic, laull by Ale.v;. Meptien & 
•Sons, the Clyde Bhiplmilder,.,. Her di- 
uienBions are : Length, 45t) feet; b','aiii, 
49 feet; detpth of hold, ;il feet. Whe has 
seven halcires, eight steam %vincheb, and 
«an carry l,l)00 cattle between decks. 
Her speed ia 13 kuota, and che is enuip- 
ped with triple expuneive engines. 
Messrs. Harling, Ronald & Co., the 
agents, stute that, on her outward voy- 
age she will carry a large cargo of live 
stock. 

Last week a party coiisistirii,' of some 
gentlemen uf the Dhlat Order and iibout 
a hundred pettleis and their families, 
left Montreal lor Mnttawa, tlience to 
proceed to (.lorilou Creek, on Lake Tem- 
iscaniingue, and tiience again to pro- 
ceed by steamer to Baie dea Peres, the 
headquarters of the Oblat Fathers, also 
situated on Teniisi:anjii)gue. The pur- 
pose of the expedition was lo give the 
settlers an op)>ortniiilv of visiting the 
farm lots in the vicinity, with a view to 
their taking thetii up 'and cultivating 
them. Some already cleared farms were 
greatly admired, and it was seen that 
the crop from thi.s district this year will 
certainly be a huge one. The country 
is already ti averi^iMl hv excellent roads, 
and the work of road-making is being 
vigorously earideil mi. 

The case of 'I'lioni ?on II iirdinan and 
the Attorney-l 'ciieral of l-iiieliei-, whicdi 
was to liavo been taken to the I'rivy 
Council this inontli has lieen settled. 
The plainliir sold his land grant el liiii

Mi. Green way and Mr. Laurier have 
placed themselves in a peculiar predica- 
ment. Mr, Greenway has declared that 
he will never, under tiny circumstances, 
consent to llie restor.itioii oi separate 
schools in Manitoba, and the Winnipeg 
Tiilniiie, tlie organ of liLs pat ty, has de- 
clared ruuiullv that he dare not attempt 
such a restoration. 

Mr. Laurier, on the other hand, is 
pledged to his compatriots and co-reli- 
gionists to restore to the Manitoba mi- 
nority their separate schools. Both the 
Premier of the Dominion and the Pre- 
mier of .Manitoba tire bound hard and 
fast by the ])ledge8 which they have 
solemnly made. How are they to get 
out of the difficulty in which they have 
placed themselves? The Nor'-Wester 
wants to know how they propose to get 
rid of the "elephant" they have on 
their hands. It says : 

On the one lianil, therefore, Mr. 
Greenway has placed himself in a .strong 
position, antagonistic to any concessions 
to the Catholic minority in Manitoba, 
while Mr. haiirier is in such a position 
that ho can only sati.sfy the party who 
lioids him in jjower by insisting upon 
greater concessions than have ever yet 
been suggested or demanded of Mr. 
Greenway. N(; cioubt Mr. Greenway 
would be glad toyield. Theschool (jues- 
tion has servetl its (jurpose; it has 
returned his government to power 
for another four years in Manitoba, 
and it has brought the Liberals into 
power also in the tederal government by 
swinging the province of (Juebec into 
line. There was no conscience in the 
school question from the first, and there 
is no conscience in it i\o\\ \ nevertheless, 
politiciima who hope to succeed must re- 
(leeiii their pledges, and to a reusunable 
e.xtent at least carry out tlu^ platform 
ujioii which they were elected. Mr. 
Laurier and Mr. (ireeiiway are pi)lilic;il 
allies, but Mr. LiUirier has i)r(jnnsed 
se|«irate schools to the Catholic in inority 
in .Manitoba, and Mr. (ireenwiiy iias said 
tlitit they shall not have tliem. i\Ir. 
Laurier cannot recede from his pledges 
if he would, for the (.Quebec majority, 
VL\)on which depends his ixilitical 
existence, will exact the fulfilment 
of his promises to the last item. 
Mr. Greenway, therefore, must be the 
one to yield, but it is not Mr. Greenway 
alone who has to deal with the matter. 
His supporters in the local house have 
pledged themselves just as strongly as 
lie has to the electors whom they repre- 
sent, and it may be f|uite iliflicult for 
them to s(|iiare themselves with their 
constituents, Hliotih! Mr. Greenway jiro- 
pose :i settlenuMit upon any lines which 
are likelv to l>e satisfactory to the Cath- 
olics of tiiKibec. The difHculty, there- 
fore, in now getting rid of the elephant 
upon wliich they have ridden into power, 
must be (|uiti' apparent, and it will be 
interesting to observe how they will dis- 
pos(j of ttie anitaiil. 

It is proposed, we sec, to oiler Mr. 
Greenway a seat in the Dominion Cabi- 
net. Is this how Mr. Laurier proposes 
to get out of the difficulty in which both 
he and Mr. Greenway have placed them- 
selves?

Its annual death rate for the last six 
months has been only 1 1.(57 per thou- 
sand. This is a very low death rate, in- 
de>;d. During those months the deaths 
were 1 ,9(10, and the population is 
8r)r),0i)0. Mve years ago, when the jiopu- 
lation was only "Jr),"!, UOl), the number of 
tleatha in the corresponding six months 
was ■",01i!. 

It is tiuite certain that this very low 
death rate is not accidental. The health 
of the public, although many find it very 
hard to believe it, is regulated by fix- 
ed laws, tliooperation of which is known. 
In Bullalo these laws are obsi^rved. The 
city is kept scrupulously clean, and pre- 
cautions that are now known to be 
effective are taken to preserve t^e health 
of the citizens, The BufTalo Enquirer 
enumerates' the causes of the reduction 
of mortality. Here are some of thepi : 
Frequent examinati^)n of all lodging 



theria and consumption may be made ; 
the sanitary inspection of schools; a 
weekly examination, chemical and bac- 
teriological, of the public water supply; 
the prompt reporting of contagious dis- 
eases by telephone at the expeuso of the 
city; the placarding of houses in w;liicli 
theire are cases of diphiberia or scarlet 
fever; the medical and .sanitary ins pac- 
tion of all premises exposed to Infection ; 
a liealth otlico open day and night for 
the reception of reports and com- 
plaints; the publication of reports 
concerning work done by the sev- 
eral bureaus; the examination of the 
premises of all milk dealers by sanitary 
officers and plumbing exjiorts ; the reg- 
istration of all dairy liertis from which 
milk is supplied to consumers, showing 
by the certilicates of a veterinary sur- 
geon wliether the cows are free from 
tuberculosis; a register containing re- 
ports concerning all cases of disease on 
milkman's delivery route. 

The citizens of BufTalo (ind by experi- 
ence that all those precautions are neces- 
sary to keei) their city in a healthy con- 
dition, and conseiiuently the Corpora- 
tion receives from them in its 
efforts to preserve the publie health 
tlieir hearty and united moral 
support. And tliey find that the 
money expended in keeping the liealth 
Department in its ))resent eflicient con- 
dition is well laid out. "There is no more 
profitable investment for a city, from a 
pecuniary jiointof view, than that which 
procures the perfection of its sanitary 
administration and yields such proof of 
intelligent ellbrt as is furnished by Buf- 
falo't iiiorlalily tables. The money so 
expended in ilie support of that city's 
liet lili d artment will be repaid a hun- 
dreii times in growth and good repute 
due to this evidence of healthfulness and 
enlightened public spirit."

near future. He moved, too, the ap- 
poi ntnicnt of a committee to draft reso- 
lutions in thia connection ; but none of 
his proposals found a seconder. 

Led- 
ingham whether or not he favored the 
abandonnieiit of the agitation for a lire 
hall in Victoria Weat in the event of a 
bri<lge at 'i'elegraph ati-eel being ob- 
tained, he replied that with sucliadirect 
road to the city the liremen would he 
able to reatdi Victoria Weet within five 
ii'.ii.utes.

Sin<» then Tartu has 
put in a claim for the Departtiient of 
BailwavB, atid there it appears he is to 
be established. The Toronto Globe pub- 
lished^ not long ago, a history of Tarte, 
Id which much that was interesting waa 
related of that coming minister. At that 
time it was not anpjiosed that Tarte was ; 
going to ligure prominently as a " clean j 
man," and it was perfectly safefrorii the . 
])arty point of view to publiah the truth ! 
regarding him. 1 

It seems that Tarte was found in an 
obscure village hy Thomas Mci Irt evy, 
and was brought to tiuebiM- to do I 'arty I u^^.^., 
6ervi(;e. lie wa-; a sort of understrapper ! 
for .Mr. McCreevy, and practically lived j ,i|„., 
upon him. When (twen .Murphy, the 
New York thief, who hail been interest- 
ed in the Connolly contracta, bad lost a 
good deal of money in speculation, and 
had chalked up his losses aa election 
subscriptions, he looked around him for 
a new way of filling hia depleted exche- 
quer. Two Bclicinea suggested them- 
selves to him. 1 le had acquired a bogus 
note for $UKl,i)()o, ulletteil to have been 
signed by one of the Connolly brothers, 
and U))On ihia he tried to cidlect. lie 
failed in the fraud, ami waa aiibse- 
duently tried and conviirlcd of an at- [ 
tempt to gel money under false pre- I 
tences. When he was about to be sen- ! 
tenced he made a luiduight journey to I 
the border, and e.->capcd to New York. [ 

The other expedient was blacknjail. 
He had a number of McCreevy's letters, 
and, 80 the Globe says, ollered to sell 
them to their author for .'i;l(),00t).

'tJondition of Affairs in Crete More 
Horrible Than Supposed— 
Andrce's Expedition. 



London, July — Capetown advices 
say that Cecil Rhodes was in the tbicic 
■of the fight with the insurgent Matabeles 
at Aiiiiiinahp, iioar Bulawayo, 300 rebel 
natives bciiiy killed in the battle, 
the British l./ss was only thirteen. There 
is tif,'htiiiK aloiiK the line in Matahele- 
land. (.Iwelo luid I'retoria dispatches 
agree that the proclamation of amnesty 
to all rebel chiefs who will surrender be- 
fore August 10 is condemned on all sides 
as a wealc policy and seems likely to lead 
to more troulile. 

News of the utmost gravity has readi- 
ed Kulawayo from Langwe and Tati dis- 
tricts to the ellect that a rebel impi has 
taken up a position on the Tati road, 
about twenty-live miies south ul linla- 
wayo. Faka, one of the most iu)tt'd of 
the native cliiefs, has joined the rebels 
with reiiu'iin-emeiita and lias orderi'd 
the eoiistiuc'tiun of furts on the Tati 
i(iad. Makalai,'as are already in groat 
force in the luirlliwestei n part of the 
Tati coiu'es^iDU. l''ii,'luiii<< is expected 
to take place iiiiniediately. 

Tlie Daily News reports that the hi'c- 
■ond bine book on Venezuela, whicli is to 
be submitted to the United ytalus boun- 
day coniiiiission is complete. 

The Brussels correspondent of the 
Times says the papers there state that 
Li Hung Chang placed large orders for 
cannon and Cockerell rifles at Horstat 
and Liege, and also asked the Cockerells 
to establish in China a steel foundry 
•managed by Belgians. 

Complete returns of the election of 
niembors of the chamber of representa- 
tives show 105 Clericals, IS Liberale, 12!) 
■Socialists chosen. Thia i;ive3 the Cler- 
.icals a majority of oS. 

The Briiisli House of Commons lias 
ai:rced to the amendments made in the 
iiouse of Lords to the diseased animals 
hill. 

Dr. Dunii Her, who was sent to Crete 
by Emperor \S illiam to make a report 
on the condition of affairs, has arrived 
here on his return from the island. He 
says: "Civilized people can scarcely 
credit the outrages which the Turks 
■have perpetrated on Christian women 
and children. Europeans have but a 
faint idea of the horrors which have 
taken place. The powers must abso- 
lutely intervene to prevent a renewal of 
such scenes. There is but one course to 
iiursue, that is to turn the Turks out uf 
I'jirope." He adds: "The insurgents 
intend fighting, and they are receiving 
a plentiful supply of arms. The utmost 
disorder prevails." 

Lord .Salisbury hag written to the 
Cretan I-ieliof Committee stating that 
owing to the objections of the pmvcrs he 
lias been compelled to order the Mn^lish 
consul in Crete to abstain from distribut- 
ing funds. The coniniittee has now in- 
vited tlie cliaplain of the J5ritish Km- 
bassy at .Vthena to undertake the relief 
of the Cretans. A dispatch from Can- 
dia to the Times says that further dis- 
turbances have occurred at Retimo and 
Heraklion. Four Turkish villages luivc 
been bnrned and a Turkish vessel has 
been firing on a village near Kalyver. 

Advices have been received from 
TroniHoe, Norway, that Arnold .Spike's 
steamer Victoria has ai riveil there after 
having vi.-^ited the Swetli^Jh aeronaut, 
Herr .\udree, at Danes island. The 
erection oi a baloon house has been Im;- 
unii, ami Ilerr Andree exi)ec;te(l t(-i be 
ready to start, on his aerial voyage to- 
ward the X'irtb Bole early in ,Iuly. 

It is semi-oliicially annouuceil that the 
amniidnuMitH oli'ered by Gerald Haliotir 
to the Irifli land bill introduced in the 
House of Commons on .-Vpril l.S are to be 
withdrawn. It is also stated that the 
whole of clause 13 will be dropped in 
consequence of the attitude assumed by 
W. T. Russell, member of parliament for 
the south division of Tyrone, upon whose 
support the government counted. Rus- 
sell, who is a Liberal, opposed home 
rule, being in favor of land law and 
temperance reform. The land bill which 
liallour produced proved acce]>table to 
neither tlie XationalislH imr the I'lster- 
ites. 

A Paris dispatch to tlie Daily Telc- 
gruph says tlie Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery t'.impaiiy of Massachusetts 
were received with much enthusia.sm at 
Diejipe. They will proljably be invited 
to attend a military review in uniform 
•on Tuesday. The Daily News reporter, 
who is with the Ancients, rejiorts one of 
them as having said : "1 reckon since 
I left Boston I haven't averaged two 
hours' sleep out of twenty-four." Col. 
Walker amply testified to the rejiorter 
as to the kindness the comiiany liad re- 
ceived in London. He saul: "It will 
do much to ]int down jingoism on botii 
side.-^.'' The menibiTS of the Ancient 
and llondrable Artillery Cuiiipany of 
Massacliiisctts, \vlio are visiting there, 
have been enrolled as honorary iiiem- 
liersol the Cerclc l^[ilitaire. 

It is odicially announced that the lla- 
lian cabinet has decideil to postpone dis- 
cussion of the luilitary measures until 
November. The minister of war, (Jen. 
Riciotti, resigned, whereupon the pre- 
mier, the Manpiis di Riidini, suhuntted 
to King Humbert the resignation of the 
whole cabinet. The King charged the 
Marquis di Rudini to form a ministry. 
The chamber of deputies was crowded 
when the Marquis di Rudini announceil 
the resignation of the minister of war, 
and ailded tliat the King had cliargeil 
him with the lorniation of another cabi- 
net. The ^hlrquia then asked tlie chani- 
ber to adjourn, and it did so sine tlie. 

A selecteil bodyof thirty Prus.-^ian irov- 
ernmenl expt^rla aio making a circular 
tour of South Cermany in order to study 
the recent improvements of factories, 
mines, etc., for the beiielit of the work- 
men. 

Cloudbursts and hailstorms devastated 
manv districts in Silesia on Monday and 
Tuesclay. Hailstonee tlie size of wal- 
nuts fell in the Ijindsberg district, de- 
stroying the crops, and the Oder rose 
■eight feet within a day at Hatisbon and 
six feet at Breslau. Large districts wore 
inundated. 

The members of the German caldnet 
hove nearly all gone on their siiminer 
vacolions. The Chancellor, Prince 



Hohenlohe, spends his time at . his es- 
tate of AuBse, near Ischel, TTppor Aus- 
tria, where, if h!a health continues good, 
he will do some mountain climbing and 
chamois hunting. 

Before leaving Berlin, Emperor Wil- 
liam expressed to Prince Hohenlohe his 
high regard and great satisfaction at 
what had been acconi))lished in the 
reichstag and foreign politics through 
him. The relations between the Vaw- 
peror and Prince Hohenlohe are at pre- 
sent most cortlial. The Prince is now 
occupied with the Cretan question, and 
ia devoting his bi:st efforts to jirevent 
trreece from creating international dilli- 
culties. 

The Chancellor's health is at jiresent 
good, but it Is known he has made his 
continuance in oflice after next fall de- 
pendent upon His Majesty's consent for 
military court reform, and ao has had 
the Bronsart bill drafted and made ready 
for introduction in the reichstag. But 
the bill still lies in the fCmperor'a pri- 
vate military cabinet, wdiere General 
von Hahnke, on whose judgment the 
Kmperor greatly relies, wishes it to n^- 
main. 

The bundesrath this year convenes 
earlier than usual, jirobably on Sejitem- 
ber Id, bin there is no doubt that the 
oleomargarine bill as passed by the 
reichstag, and which would make the 
imports of all oleomargarine impossil)le, 
will be rejected by that tiody. lioth Dr. 
von Bootticher, the bei;retary of state for 
the interior,, and Baron von Hammer 
stein, the minister of agriculture, urge 
its rejection. 

<ieri. Meredith, after a search for 
years in behalf of the .Sons of the Revo- 
lution, bus ascertaineti the burial place 
of Paul .lones to he in a Protestant ceme- 
tery formerly situated on the site of the 
present hospital of St. Louis, Paris. The 
spot is now covered with bouses, but as 
the body was incased in a lead cofBu 
with the view of having it transported 
to the United States, it is believed it 
may yet be discovered.

BATTLE OF WATERLOO. 

An Old Survivor Gives Some of His Re- 
miniscences of tlie EngaRemcnt. 

The battle of Waterloo was fought on 
June 18, 1815, and the hundreds ot thou- 
sands of men who struggled that day for 
supremacy have all passed away except 
two in America, four in the Kritieh Isles 
and six in I'ranco, and most of these men 
are centenarians. 

James B. Lireen, niney-eight years old, 
a resident of Klsworth, Maroning county, 
Uiiio, wldle not a pariicii'juu in the 
great battle, liad tlie privilege of wit- 
nessing the thrilling events of that week 
in Belgium, which marked the down- 
fall of the Napoleon dynasty and who 
viewed that battle from a better vantage 
ground perhaps than any other of the 
participants. 

He gave a vivid description recently ( f 
the battle of Waterloo. 

Mr. lireen is a remarkable character 
and jiossesses a striking personality, 
which imjiresses all wdiocome in contact 
with iiini. He was horn in ISolton, Lan- 
cashire, Kngland, July 2;"), IT'.HI, and en- 
tered the Knglish navy when sixteen 
years old as a midshipman. Tlie next 
year his ship was employed in transport- 
ini; ICiiglish soldiers for Wellington's 
army across the Channel from South- 
ampton to Antwerp, and it was at this 
time that he accidentally witnessed 
Waterloo. He describes the battle as 
follows: 

" I wa.-j a sailor lad of King lu^orge 
111, and was employeil as a midsbip- 
nian on a warship in June, 1815. After 
the British lleet had transported Wel- 
lington's army across the channel to the 
seaport of Antwerp, my vessel was an- 
chored in the harbor at that place. The 
soldiers had told me that great (ighting 
was expected, as they were about to 
meet Napoleon, who about making a 
desperate edbrt to regain the power 
which he had once held over llurope. 
Securing pei missicni, live hoys, myself 
ini^ludeil, l(!ft the ship and started across 
Belgium in the direction wo were told 
the liritisb army was campiiiir. We 
came lirst to Ligiiy, where the prelimin- 
ary battle of that, terri ble week ill liel- 
giiim took place. We were two miles 
distant from the left flank of ,\a])oleon's 
arm v alter Linny, ami we concluded to 
follow and watch the encounter. 

" At Quatre Bras Napoleon attacketl 
the outposts of the Duke of Wellington, 
hut he was repulsed, falling hack to 
Waterloo that night, where hedetermined 
to make his final stand. Tlje French army 
bivouacked in large fields of rye, whicli 
was almost ripe, on the pretty plain of 
Waterloo. On the night of June 17 
there was a continuous hailstorm, mak- 
ing it very disagreealde for the soldiers. 
Tlie clouds cleared awaj- the following 
morniug, and with a sea glass wliich we 
had taken from the ship we stood on the 
heights some distance away and saw the 
great struggle. 

" Wt! c<nild see Xapoleon on his charg- 
er, riding along his lines prei)aririt: for 
the battle. The lines ivere formed and 
soon the Held was tilled with smoke, and 
th(! roar uf (tauiKin re\ erher.itiHl tlircnigh 
the hills of Belgium. In the afternoon 
tlie tierce struggle ceased, and the field 
was a sickening sight. The green rye 
had been trampled down, and the field 
was nothing but dust, like tiie middle of 
the road, wdiile the dead and wounded 
lay scattered thickly over the great 
plain. 

" .•Vll(M' the battle we went over the 
(ield ami saw soiiu: dreadiul sights. 

" I can remember distinctly seeing 
Bliicrlier, Xapoleon, the Duke ol Wid- 
lingtoii and George IV. 1 remember 
seeing George 111. and his courtiers 
riding down to the Loudon docks upon 
many a morning. During tlie reign of 
William IV. 1 remember having seen 
(.^ueen Victoria in a villa near •London 
playing in a garden, and 1 have distinct 
remembrances of the last four ruling I 
uionarclis of the House of Hanover. ' 

" Napoleon was a cruel tyrant, and, if 
you had known him in the ago which I 
knew him, you would have thought ao, 
too."

"The American Constitution," saj's 
Glailstone, " ia the most wonderful work 
over struck oil' by the brain and purjiose 
of man." It would be dilhcult to say 
more and almost unjust to say less. The 
number and the extent of the dilliculties 
with which the framers of that constitu- 
tion had to contend were indeed such as 
would have disheartened and triumpheil 
over any but men of superior courngo 
and intellectual power. The colonists 
had rebelled and gained their indepen- 
dence. All had taken part in the fight 
and all were now anxious to have a 
share of the spoils of victory. Those 
who had nothing proclaimed that pro- 
perty of whatsoever kind should be held 
in common because it owed its preserva- 
ti(Hi to the combined efforts of the 
\vliole coiniiiunity. Some even wished 
to do away altogether with taxes 
and courts oi justice, declaring 
them to be useless htirdens. The weal- 
thy and po|mlous states favored vesting 
the control of all'airs in a majority of the 
poiuilatiou or of ])r<>|)erty, whilst the 
smaller states nositively refused to sur- 
render the right to an equal vote wdiich 
had been tlieir.s in the c'jiitinental con- 
gress. The Puritans wi^re loath to re- 
cognize the legality of slavery, hut the 
slaveholders wonlii not consent to any 
provisions which would endanger their 
right of property in biiniuii chattels. (Jn 
the one hand, the poorer classes, guided 
rather by impulse than by calm judg- 
ment, loudly clamored for a government 
" of the people for the people and by the 
people"; on the other, the property 
holders, who were anxious to have their 
possessions well protected, were of the 
opinion that the stability and security 
of the government would he increased 
by removing it as much as poasilde from 
the control of the jieople. The .\iiierican 
constitution was lu.'cessarily based on 
comj>roiuises, was "extorted from the 
grinding necessity of a reluctant na- 
tion." Its fiainers successfully estab- 
lished a federal republic with a i)resi- 
dential form of government, a i'e[)ublie 
wliiidi has been in existence for over a 
hundred years and which has success- 
fully withstood the shock of the inva- 
sion of a foreign army, and of a fierce 
civil war. Mr. Foster in the volume of his 
work now before us (volumes two and 
thiee have not yet been published) dis- 
cusses the origin of the constitution and 
gives an interesting historical account of 
the convention which framed it. He 
also deals with the right of sufTrage, 
qualificatioiia of ineinhers of congress, 
the senate, etc., ot(^ Mr. Foster in this 
work shows himseli to he a schidar of 
tlie Drofoundcst attainments and of tire- 
less energy. In his criticisms of public 
allairs and of otlier forms of government 
he is free from prejudice an<t partiality 
He is a tlioroiigh American, iiroud of 
the constituliriii under which he lives 
and hriiiga out its stroicj; jiinnts with 
telling force. The jududaryol the United 
States has very extensive powers inas- 
mncli as it decides on tlie constitution- 
ality of the acts passed by the legis- 
latures of the country. This jurisdiction 
makesof thesupremecourtof the United 
States the moat important juilicial 
tribunal in the world. The great power 
of the judiciary wdii(!h is ctuiracteristic 
oi the constitution of the I'niteil States 
is casually referred to by -Mr. Foster in 
these terms: "The spectacle of a jieople 
submitting controversies to the same 
mode of settleiiicnl as '.rivale law suits 
and acij iiiescing in the decisions has set 
an exanijde which for(dgn nations are 
about Ul imitate, iHjt only in internal 
discords, but in tliose wdiich are inter- 
national."

Doiniiiion Goveiniiieiit Seiul Fi rst Consign, 
iiiunts ol Lobsters and Oysters to 
P.'icilic Coast. 

Mr. A. C. Slayner, of Halifax, and 
Mr. \. Prince, of Lee.ls, who are in 
charge of a consignment nl live lolisters 
and oysters sent out by the I loriiiiii.in 
Fisheries de|)arlnuuit to be transplanted 
fr.ini the .Vtlantic ocean to the Parilic 
waters in the hope of propagating them 
here, are guests at the New 
ICnglaiid. The fish arrived in Van- 
couver by special car on Thursday last, 
having left Halifax on Thursday, almost 
a week previously. Since early on Fri- 
day morning Mr. .suiyner's party has 
planliMi all the lobsters between liowen 
Island and N'anc.jiiver Island. Part of 
the oy.Htera have been |)lanted in Bur- 
rard Inlet, while the rest, have been tem- 
porarily pla(!ed in cages in the harbor to 
await the arrival of the g.ivernnieiit 
steamer tjiiadra, which will taketliem to 
a locality already looked out. 

The car which carried the lobsters to 
their now Pacific home waa 
kept at about 41 degrees by ice re- 
servoirs at both ends, and the lobsters 
were packed in small wooden cases — 
there being but one layer of lobsters in 
each inlet of salt water fence<l in coarse 
sea-weed kept (lamp bv sprinkling with 
sea water. The number of lobsters 
shij)ped waa tiOO, but on account 
of the joltinir of the car and other 
causes, this will he, reduced in the end 
by about 20O. This, however, ia con- 
sidered a small loss ai} the venture was 
only an exiiertment, and those under 
whose cbtirgo it baa bc'en made, have 
had but little previous experience in the 
matter and expected an even greater 
loss. There were in the cars besides the 
lohsfers, sevcial millions of lobster eggs 
which all arrived in the best j)oasible 
condition. In the same car a number ol 
young, live black bass were brouglit out 
to be placed in the Fraaer river, but ow- 
ing to the flooded state of the river these 
were put in charge of the officials at the 
Eraser river hatchery at Bon Accord 
until aomewhat later in the Beason.

Illinois Elxequtive Commitliep Appeal "Wliat 
to Their Brethren in Other 
■ t' States. 



A Clear Cut Must Be Miide Jt'ram 
the Populist Demo- 
crats. 



CmcAtio, July 14 — The executive com- 
mittee of the gold standacd Democrats 
of Illinois met in a protracted session 
yeaterday and prepared an address to 
the Democracy of other states in the 
Union. It waa the iiiianimoua opinion 
of the committee that u second national 
convention should be called to nominate 
candidates for jnesident and vice-presi- 
dent. The address' is as follows: 

"To Our Fellow-Democrats of Other 
States: A national convention, con- 
vened under the constituted authority 
of our party, has ju.st closed its eession 
in the city of Chicago. It entered 
ujion ila work by violiiling all 
party precedents in the rejection 
of a diatinguisheil Democrat iii 
its temporary presiding ollieer. It dO' 
prived a sovereign state of it voice in its 
deliberations by unseating withoutcnuse 
or legal justification delegates elected 
with all the regularity known to party 
organization. It refused to indorse the 
hiiiiesty and fidelity of the present Dem- 
ocratic national arlministration. 

" ft rKlo])fe(l a platform which favors tlu 
free and unlimited coinage of tiilver by 
this couiitrv alone at the ratio of ll; to 1 
and thereby if re|iiidiated a tiijie-honor" 
etl I )emocrat ic principle wli ich deniiinds 
the strictest maintenance of a sound and 
stable national ciiriency. Finally, to 
make it still |)laiiier that, although in 
name, it waa not in fact a Democratic 
convention, it nominated for I'rcB- 
ident one who ia not in bis political 
convictions, and has not al wiiys been even 
in bis professions, a Denioural. This 
has ma<le such a crisis, both for tlie 
nation and the Democratic party, timt 
sound money Democrats must lit once 
decide what political action they will 
take for the protection of the honor of 
the nation, the prosperity of the people 
and the life and upetulnesa of the party 

" Tim sound money Deiuucrata of Illi 
nois have fully made up tlieirininila that 
a new Democratic national convention 
Bhoiild be called for the enrliest feasible 
day to nominate Democratic candidates 
for president and vice-president and to 
n<l<jpt a platform of Democratic priii 
cinles.and they desire to state to tlieir 
fellow Democrats of theother states their 
reasons as follows : 

" First — Sound money Democrats owe 
i t to the country to make it certain at 
once tnat their revolt against free silver 
ia determined nnd will be organized. It 
ia unfair to oblige the credit of the 
nation nnd the busincHs anil iiidiiatrial 
interests of the people to merely guess 
what the sound money Democrats will 
do in Xovember, and to wait until Novem- 
ber to find out. 

Second — The nomination of a new 
ticket is the logical course. Without it and 
a sound money Democraticcampuign the 
whole edui:ational force of eomid money 
Democratic sentiment would be paral- 
yzed from the beginning. Republicans 
cannot argue the aound money question 
to Democratic voters. Rejiublican sin- 
cerity on that question la doubted by 
the mass of the Democrats. The tarifT 
.|uestion will be put to the front and 
insisted upon by Republican apeakers 
ami the Keinihlican press, as it bus 
been persistently by Mv. ^IcKinley 
himself. Democrats wiil not listen 
to lessons on linaiice when acconi- 
panie.l by abuse of the De-iHicratic par- 
ty. The most elh'ctivt' force at this time 
for a cainiiaign is t he force residing in 
the Boun.l money DemocratH, f.ir tliey 
are profoundly in earnest and can get a 
hearing from Democrats that the lie- 
publicans cannot possibly get. 

" Third — A new convention would also 
preserve for the future tiio ojiportuni- 
ties of the Democratic party. t'liless a 
clear-cut separation is nia.le between 
the genuine Democrats and Deniocrals 
who are .1 lift i iiu' iiit.i Po|>alisin or are 
alreaily in Populism, and unless lliat 
clear-. -ut seiiaration is snpjiorted by or- 
ganization an.l a reorganized Demo- 
cratic jiarly is llie result, the par- 
ty baa no cliamre of regaining 
public confidence for years to come. 
The sound money Democrals in 
tire dilTerent states must eitiier make it 
clear that they have no association with 
the Bryan paity or they must accept 
association and entanglement witli it; 
anil all state inganizationa will, in the 
fiublic min.i, tie for it that do not make 
it absolutely clear that they are ngainat 
it. The sound money Democrats are 
sulliciently organized in thlH 8tat(! to be 
able to ineel. their fellow Deino.Mats in 
a new convention, and are niixioiis 
to confer with r-pi-eu-jiitiitivea of 
other states whenever a rejjre- 
sonlativo conference can be brought 
about. (Joininunicationa should bo ail- 
dreased to Charles A. Ewini;, chair- 
man, Palmer house, Chicago."

Sir William Vernon Har- 
court or Mr. John Morley will move 
to adjourn to-day, in order to en- 
able the government to make a state- 
ment of the iiublic; business. 

Jn contrast with the above assertion 
of the Times, the Cliroiiii'le, Liberal, 
this; morning publisliea the detailed 
liuxlitic-.Uioiis in the bill which it alleges 
Mr. Geriild Balfour, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, will anuouiice in jiarliament to- 
day. 

Mr. T. \V. Russell, member for the 
."south Division of Tyi'oiie (wdiose op])o- 
sition to .Mr. GeraUl Halfour'a amend- 
nieiualed to their withdrawal by the 
government), declares that if the bill be 
droijpetl there will be a violent revul- 
sion of feeling in Ulster against the 
Dnionist party. 

The Standard, Consei vative, hints 
that any concessions to the landlords 
will endanger the bill by irritating the 
Xatioiialists. 

Lord Salisbury, on behalf of the 
(^ueen, has inviied Id Hung Chang, 
who is now in Paris, to viait iMigland at 
the national expenae. Li Hung Chang 
has accepted this invitation, and will 
stay in England for a month from 
August 3. He will be lodged in a inan- 
sion, probably in Carleton House ter- 
race. 

The Canadian rifle team arrived at 
Bisley last evening to take part in the 
annual rifle shooting conteata, having 
hnd a week's practice at Staines, where 
they beat the London and Scottiali team 
in a match for XflO a side. The cam)) of 
the Cunudiana is tlic prettiest at Hialey, 
It is fronted by a liovver garden and has 
the Canadian flag in its centre. The 
men are in excellent health, despite the 
extreme heat. The first important con- 
teat in w liicli they will talte part is the 
match for the Kolapore cup, which will 
take place on Friday. 

A despatch to the Times from Canea, 
Crete, explains that the Christian de- 
puties to the Cretan Assembly are 
averse to the disciisaion of the inaurg- 
e.its' demands by the assembly, fearing 
that the Porto will make the lack of un- 
aniinitr arising from the opposition of 
the iMobammeclan deputies, tne ground 
for refusing any concessions whatever, 
in addition to which the insurgents are 
anxious to utilize the autumn for mil- 
itary operations, and tliey believe that 
the Pcjrte would be glad of the delay en- 
tailed by the discussion which would 
thus drive tbeui into the liardshipa of a 
wi nter campaign . 

The Cretan assembly met on Monday 
in response to the call of the new gov- 
ernor, tieorge lirovitcb, Princeof Sanios. 
The Christian ilelegates have deniaii.led 
an ad joii rnmentof theasBenibly pending 
the decision us to whether they iniisl 
formulate their demands in a pulilic ses- 
sion of the asBCiubly, the Turks taking 
[)art, or whether they could hold a spec- 
ial session for that purpose. The Chris- 
tian delegates have declared that they 
would wait tlie reply of the goviirnnient 
on this peiiiil before deciding to eontiiuie 
tlie sessi.in. 

.•\ serious ai-ciilen t occurred at Kaly- 
vees on Suiniay. The Cretans on shore 
lirt'.l at II Turkish vessel wdiich was 
cliaai ng a Ch list ian coaster. A Turkish 
crew of nine men \v:is landed and all 
were i iimiediiitely k illed by the inhabi- 
tants. The Turkish crew then tired 
ainoiigKt. the woiiK'n ami children on 
shiire ami killed a k< rL'c iimnber. The 
consr.ls of the [lowers at Canea haveiiro- 
testeil against the atlair as a violation of 
the armistice. The uiurdera of Chris- 
tians continue in the province of Crete. 

In the Italian cabinet which resigned 
on Saturday last, Signers Brin, Costa, 
Branca, Cianturco and Ouieciardini held 
the same portfolios to which they have 
been assigned in the reorganized iiiin- 
iatry. 

Advices from Hiivivna say that the 
Gazette will to-morrow publish a decree 
to the ellcct that after .\ugii8l l!i foreign- 
ers who lire not iiiacribcd in the registry 
book cannot plead their nationality in 
defence if they are tirrested as rebels.
